physics. We shall allow a single, specified reference volume on all 
exam sections, save for the general physics and qualitative quantum 
mechanics.

Goldstein, Jackson, Merzbacher or Schiff, and Huang or Reif for the 
sections they apply to. 


Students who wish to take the exam should sign up by Friday, 
April 23. If you sign up, we will regard this as a commitment, in 
that a "no show” will count as an attempt to take the exam.
